Of these bindings, Mr. Fletcher, in his “ Portfolio Monograph on 
Bookbinding in France,” gives the following description, with illus- 
tration: “The exquisite little volumes, tooled with a border of palm 
and laurel branches enclosing a number of small floral oval com- 
partments, each containing a marguerite or other flower, and having 
in the centre of the upper cover a shield charged with three fleurs- 
de-lis on a band, a similar shield with the motto ExpecraTa Non 
ELUDET occurring on the lower cover, have been generally associated 
with the name of this queen (Marguerite de Valois). M. Guigard, 
however, points out in his Armorial du Bibliophile that they were 
more probably bound for MARGUERITE DE VALOIS DE SAINT-REmy, 
daughter of a natural son of Henry III. ‘Tradition asserts these 
bindings to have been executed in the workshop of CLovis Eve, 
and it is most likely right.”

A VERY INTERESTING ENGLISH MS. Besides the eight minia- 
tures strictly belonging to the MS. there are two MUCH OLDER 
ENGLISH ONES (PROBABLY XII CENTURY), measuring 4 by 
24 in. without text on reverse, representing THE ANNUNCIA- 
TION, and CHRIST as JUDGE in an oval nimbus, with the 
emblems of the Four Evangelists in the corners. These 
are finely painted in colours on gold grounds, and have the 
characteristic jagged costumes of the Early English School. 
Before these is a pen-and-ink drawing on vellum of Christ 
on the Cross. The chief English saints represented in the 
Calendar are Wulstan, Valentine, King Edmund, Cuthbert, 
Richard. of Chichester, Alphege, George, Dunstan, Alban, 
King Oswald, Edith, Frideswide, Thomas of Canterbury, etc. 
Two Old English obits occur in the Calendar, one in January: 
“ Obitus Agnetis uxoris Johannis Hall anno domini millesimo 
CCC C quadringesimo,” and another in October. The eight

miniatures in the body of the book represent The Annuncia- 
tion, Christ before Pilate, Scourging of Christ, Christ bearing 
his Cross, The Crucifixion, Descent from the Cross, Funeral 
Service, and Angels bearing souls to heaven. Five of these 
miniatures have plain reverses, the other three having text. 
The figures in these miniatures are much elongated, but the 
decoration is good, and most have rich gold and chequered 
grounds. The MS. was originally in the possession of Sir 
Andrew Fountaine, the celebrated Norfolk antiquary, and 
was given to Sir John Fenn, original editor of the Paston 
Letters by Sir Andrew’s nephew. A record of this gift in 
Fenn’s handwriting occupies the first page. He has also 
written interesting notes on the MS.

AN EXTRAORDINARY AND MOST INTERESTING VOLUME OF 
THE PRODUCTIONS OF ENGLAND’S FIRST PRINTER, IN THE 
STATE IT WAS ORIGINALLY ISSUED. The condition of the 
various pieces is very fine, being generally clean (except for 
age stains), very free from worms, and many leaves have 
rough edges, measuring throughout 112 by 8iin. The first’ 
blank of the Jrrour has a contemporary MS. list of the 
contents of the volume. Of this Caxton production Blades 
records 15 copies only. It is interesting for its woodcuts 
which are some of the earliest specimens used in an English 
book. Copies of the Dictes or Sayings (second edition) also 
exist in a very small number. Of the De Senectute, De 
Amicitia and their Supplement not more than ten complete 
sets are recorded by Blades ; the “ Argument of the decla- 
macyon” beginning on d 5 of the Amicicza after the colophon 
being very rarely found. These three pieces were evidently 
intended by Caxton to be bound in one volume as his colo- 
phon on D 4 of the Amicicia shows. The Argument alone 
sold for £102 in the Ashburnham sale. Of the Cordyale only 
ten copies were recorded by Blades, five of which were im- 
perfect. The volume is genuine and sound throughout, has 
been carefully collated and all known imperfections noted ; 
nevertheless it will be SOLD NOT SUBJECT TO RETURN. Some 
of the inner margins have been guarded with slips of old 
Latin books.
